Regarding the remained claims, the applicant states the cited reference (U. S. Pat. - 
6,628,788) does not teach limiting an output signal (see page 5). The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicant. The cited prior art does clearly show the claimed limitations, 
especially for limiting an output signal: an amplification calculation unit (9) controlled as a 
function of level of an input signal (1) is capable of limiting the output signal by controlling the 
tone processor unit (2) and/or the volume control unit (3). 
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
